Therefore, I hereby tender you my resignation of the 
office of "General Agent of Education in Alaska" to take effect 
at the close of the present fiseal year, June 30th. 

In taking this step I greatly regret separation from the 
Bureau with which I have been connected ike fetotad oy five years, 
and officially twenty-three years. I have served under every 
Commissioner the Bureau has had, save one Henry Barnard, UL.D., 
the first Commissioner. 

“Mr association with Commissioners Faton, Dawson, Harris, 
and yourself, has been pleasant, cordial and helpful both to 


myself and the work. I could not have asked for more hearty

cocperation or more generous treatment. 

The work to which I was officially appointed, April il, 
1S85, by General John Eaton, Commissioner of Education, with the 
approval of the Henorable Henry M. Teller, Secretary of the 
Department of the Interior, was first inaugurated by myself in 
1877 as the Agent of the Presbyterian Board of Home Missions 
and the ahove action of the Government resulted in the creation 
of a new division in the Bureau of Education with myself at its 
head, 

The scheols which I had created between 13877 and 1885 were | 
taken up by the new division and steps taken to open and main- 
tain other schools wherever needed in Alaska as rapidly as 
Congress provided the necessary funds. 

Having thus organized the work which led to the creation 
of the Alaska Division in the Bureau, and having had charge of 
said Division from the beginning, I shall nevér cease to take a 
deep interest in its continued growth and success in the years 
to come.

Mouvement for a Greater College 


Che Callege of Jdalwn 
Caldwell, Idaln 


After having ''fought a good fight’' for existence during 17 years 
of its history, and having proved its stability the College is now doing a 
broader work, with no similar institution nearer than 300 miles. 


One year ago an effort was begun for $100,000 endowment and $25,000 
for building. The building has been secured and more than half the endow- 
ment, all conditioned however on the $100,000 endowment being completed on 
or before May 1, 1909. 


Another friend has under consideration a gift of S$25,000"8torea 
Girls’ Hall and Domestic Science School if the endowment sought is secured. 


The immediate vicinity has provided the building and $26,000 of the 
endowment. Dr. D. K. Pearsons of Chicago has pledged $25,000 toward the 
endowment. Other friends thus far $1100. Others are being sought who will 
aid in bringing: the effort to,a successfulyconcilusion: 


The location of the College is its strongest pleaitor suppor. eee 
is on the main line of the Oregon Short line midway between Salt Lake and 
Portland. It is in hourly connection by electric Line withebovsestue 
Capital of the State 28 miles*distant. Caldwell) is slsovthem vermin 
the Cy N..1l. & N. R...R. yi mow building. ~1t is almost theyreorerapnuea. 
center of the largest irrigation scheme of the U. S. Government, whicn 
within the next year will render capable of cultivation 125,000 acres in ad- 
dition to the 100,000 acres now under cultivation, and finally reach a 
total of 400,000 acres. The present accommodations of the College are 
over-crowded, the rapid increase in population with the added irrigation 
area makes the enlarged facilities imperative. 


While this is being done, and the proposed endowment becomes ef- 
fective, the College must do its work and meet extra expenses. For this pur- 
pose a sustentation fund of $3,000 annually is needed. This has been divided 
by the truetees into shares of $10 each. 


By subscribing for one or more of these shares, the friends of the 
College will give encouragement and support to the faculty and trustees in 
a moderate and definite way. The time durimg which the obligation shall be 
binding is optional, but we earnestly request that it be not less than two 
years. All subscribers will receive the periodic publications of the 
College. 


It is desired that these amounts shall be paid not later than Jan. 
lst of each year. Will you not indicate on the enclosed card the number of 
shares you are willing to take and send to the Treasurer of the College.
